It is ex- 
plained that they are subject to slight 
modification as the result of regional 
conferences with reference to local 
conditions which will be held through- 
out the country during the next three 
weeks, but 
that such modification, 


would not be allowed to lower the 
level regarded as imperative for the 
future of the country. 


The .standards, as drawn up, set six- 


teen a* the lowest age at which chil- 
dren should go to work in any occupa- 
tion during the months when school is 
in session. 
Nino months' schooling' 


out of the year, either full or part 
time, for all children between seven 
and eighteen years of age, is propos- 
ed as the minimum educational stand- 
ard. 
No child of sixteen would be 


allowed to go to work unless he has 
completed the eighth grade. 
Educa- 


tion beyond the eighth grade is to bo 
provided for employed children be- 
tween sixteen and eighteen by attend- 
ance at day continual ion schools, time 
so spent to be taken, without pay, 
from their working limits. 


It is further required that the work- 


ing day of minors shall never be long- 
er than eight hours, and shall be less 
than that for children between six- 
teen and eighteen.

public by the children’s bureau of tho 
depft rtment. 


The standards were agreed upon a t 
the International conference on child 
welfare standards, which has just com­ 
pleted sessions In Washington. It Is ex­ 
plained that they are subject to slight 
modification as the result of regional 
conferences with reference to local 
conditions which will be held through­ 
out the country during the next three 
weeks, but that 
such modification 
would not be allowed to lower the 
level regarded as imperative for the 
future of tho country. 


The standards, as drawn up, set six­ 
teen as the lowest age at which chil­ 
dren should go to work In any occupa­ 
tion during the months when school Is 
in session. 
Nine months’ schooling 
out of the year, either full or part 
time, for all children -between seven 
and eighteen years of age, is propos­ 
ed as the minimum educational stand­ 
ard. 
No child of sixteen woutd be 
allowed to go to work unless he has 
completed the eighth grade. 
Educa­ 
tion beyond the eighth grade is to bo 
provided for employed children be­ 
tween sixteen and eighteen by attend­ 
ance at day continuation schools, time 
so spent to be taken, without pay, 
from their working1 hours. 


It is further required that the work­ 
ing day of minors shall never be long­ 
er than eight hours, and shall be less 
than that for children between six­ 
teen and eighteen. 
Night work and 
employment in hazardous occupations 
•would be prohibited absolutely to all 
workers under age. Minors, it Is stat­ 
ed, shall be paid at a rate which, for 
full-time employment, would yield at 
least the “necessary cost of proper 
living.” 


At the children’s bureau It was ex­ 
plained that no standard had been ap­ 
proved by the conference unless It had 
been proved practicable under actual 
working conditions, either in this or 
other 
countries. 
Sevoral 
western 
states, It was said,,already lmve en­ 
acted laws as drastic as the proposed 
standards. 
By recent legislation the 
British parliament has made education 
up to the^iige of eighteen compulsory 
for all English children. 


Official« of the department of labor 
mentioned Pennsylvania as one of the 
states which has hitherto kept in the 
van in the protection of its children, 
and one which would be able to reach 
tho new standards without legislation 
which would appear radical. The Hess 
bill, now pending in tho state legisla­ 
ture, which would permit children be­ 
tween the ages of fourteen and six­ 
teen to work in cigar factories was, 
however, pointed out as an Indication 
that powerful forces in Pennsylvania 
are at work to bring the state down 
to the level of the more notorious 
“child labor commonwealths#,, 


In addition to standards of work 
and education it is asserted that cen­ 
tral employment agencies f?r children 
are essential, affording occupational 
advice and supervision during the first 
years of employment. To protect ba­ 
bies and small children legislation re­ 
quiring the registration of all births 
within three days is recommended. 
Public health centers for supervision 
of young children and a public health 
nurse for every 2000 of the population 
is also thought essential.

Washington.—Many important steps 


have been taken to expedite road con- 
struction under the enlarged program 
recently authorized by congress, and 
the indications are that a larger vol- 
ume of highway construction will be 
accomplished this season than in any 
previous year in t h e history of the na- 
tion, according to a statement issued 
by David F. Houston, secretary of 
agriculture. 


The 
requisite 
official, machinery, 


says the secretary, for executing this 
program—(hat is, the department of 
agriculture, Ihrongh the bureau of 
public roads on the one band and the 
4S state highway departments on the 
other—is already in existence. A con- 
ference was held by the secretary on 
March 1 w i t h the stale highway coiu- 
•Siissjoners of the Eastern and middle 
Western states, and all phases of tin 
problem, and especially the interpre 
tation of the liberal amendments of 
the federal aid road act, were consid- 
ered. 


The appointment of Thomas II. Mac- 


Donald, chief engineer of the Iowa 
suite highway commission, as engineer 
in immediate charge of the work of 
. t h e bureau of public roads under the 
federal aid road act, has jus 
1,, been an- 


nounced by the secretary, and it is 
planned that, in tho near future, Mr. 
MacDonald will formally nssnaie the 
position of director of the bureau of 
public roads. 


Freight Rates an Obstacle. 


It developed at the conference thai 


the present freight, rates are one of 
the principal obstacles to the active 
resumption and extension of highway 
activities. 
The situation was laid be- 


fore (lie proper otlicials of 
I he railroad 


administration on Atarch 1 by repre- 
sentatives of the department of agri- 
culture and of tho slale highway oili- 
cials. 


They were given a sympathetic hear- 


ing, and tlie question is now- under ac- 
tive consideration by the railroad ad- 
ministration. 
Secretary Houston also 


lias taken up w i t h the secretary of 
war the question of releasing from the 
army highway engineers in this conn- 
try and abroad, in order that their 
sen-ices may be utilized during the 
coming road-construdion season. 


The secretary's statement in part is 


.'is follows: 


"During tlie war it, was necessary to 


curtail 
road-construction operations 


because of the difficulties of securing 
transportation, materials ami ihe i\>, 
quisite services. Xow t h a t the situa- 
tion has changed, the work will be ac- 
tively resumed and vigorously prose- 
cuted notwithstanding the fact thai 
conditions are still abnormal in some 
respects, especially w i t h reference to 
the prices' of materials and supplies. 


"Congress at its last session not only 


made available from the federal treas- 
ury large additional sums for road 
construction, but also made some im- 
portant amendments to the federal aid 
road act. These amendments will haye 
the effect of greatly lessening the diffi- 
culties of selecting 'and constructing 
needed roads. 


"The amount of fedora! funds avail- 


able for road building on March 1 was 
over ?7ii,0<X>,000, which under the law 
must be matched by at least an equal 
amount from tho states. 


More Funds July 1. 


"On July 1. Sl):j.ooo.!KK> more of fed- 


eral funds will become available for 
general road purposes and $4,00(),00<> 
for national forest roads, which, with 
o<|iial contributions from the states, 
will provide an additional $]!)S,i)OO,000 
for federal slid road work, making an 
aggregate sum of Jji.'M.'J.S), ,000 for the 
calendar year. 


"In other words, the 1919 program 


for federal aid road building is greater 
than any previous annual road build- 
ing accomplishments in this country. 


'The states and their civil subdivi- 


sions also will carry 01: a large amount 
of road work' without federal aid. The 
extent' of this is uncertain and will 
depend upon local labor, industrial and 
agricultural conditions.

LARGER FUNDS ARE AVAILABLE 


If Ali the States Take Advantage of 
Federal Appropriation $343,000,000 
Will Be Expended—Freight 
Rates an Obstacle. 


Washington.—Many important steps 
have been taken to expedite road con­ 
struction under the enlarged program 
recently authorized by congress, and 
the indications are that a larger vol­ 
ume of highway construction will be 
accomplished this season than in any 
previous year in the history of the na­ 
tion, according to a statement issued 
by David F. Houston, secretary of 
agriculture. 


The 
requisite 
ofiicial 
machinery, 
says the secretary, for executing this 
program—that is, the department of 
agriculture, through the bureau of 
public roads on the one hand and the 
4«S state highway departments on the 
other—is already in existence. A con­ 
ference was held by the secretary on 
March 1 with the stale highway com­ 
missioners of the Eastern and middle 
Western states, and all phases of the 
problem, and especially the interpre­ 
tation of the liberal amendments of 
the federal aid road act, were consid­ 
ered. 


The appointment of Thomas II. Mac­ 
Donald, chief engineer of the Iowa 
state highway commission, as engineer 
in immediate charge of the work of 
the bureau of public roads under the 
federal aid road act, has just been an­ 
nounced by the secretary, and it is 
planned that, in the near future. Mr. 
MacDonald will formally assume the 
position of director of the bureau of 
public roads. 


Freight Rates an Obstacle. 


It developed at the conference that 
the present freight rates are one of 
the principal obstacles to the active 
resumption and extension of highway 
activities. The situation was laid be­ 
fore the proper otlicials of the railroad 
administration on Afcireh 1 by repre­ 
sentatives of the department of agri­ 
culture and of the state highway offi­ 
cials. 


They were given a sympathetic hear­ 
ing. and the question is now under ac­ 
tive consideration by the railroad ad­ 
ministration, 
Secretary Houston also 
has taken up with the secretary of 
war the question of releasing from the 
anny highway engineers in this coun­ 
try and abroad, in order that their 
services may be utilized during the 
coming road-const ruction season. 


The secretary's statement in part Is 
as follows: 


“During the war it was necessary to 
curtail 
roud'constructhm 
operations 
because of the difficulties of securing 
transportation, materials and the re­ 
quisite services. 
Now that the situa- 
11on has changed, the work will be ac­ 
tively resumed and vigorously prose­ 
cuted notwithstanding the fact that 
conditions arc still abnormal in some 
respects, especially with reference to 
the prices of materials and supplies. 


“Congress at its last session not only 
made available from the federal treas­ 
ury large additional sums for road 
construction, but also made some im­ 
portant amendments to the federal aid 
road act. These amendments will haye 
the effect of grdatly lessening the diffi­ 
culties of selecting and constructing 
needed roads. 


“The amount of federal funds avail­ 
able for road building on March 1 was 
over $72,000.000, which under the law 
must be matched by at least an equal 
amount from the states. 


More Funds July 1. 


“On July 1, $05,000,000 more of fed­ 
eral funds will become available for 
general road purposes and $4,000,000 
for national forest roads, which, with 
equal contributions from the states, 
will provide an additional $108,(KM),000 
for federal aid road work, making an 
aggregate sum of $343,SL ,000 for the 
calendar year. 


“In other words, the 1019 program 
for federal aid road building is greater 
than any previous annual road build­ 
ing accomplishments in this country. 


“The states and their civil subdivi­ 
sions also will carry on a large amount 
of road work without federal aid. The 
extent of this is uncertain and will 
depend upon local labor, industrial and 
agricultural conditions. 
The present 
indications 
are 
that 
approximately 
$2X0,000,000 will be spent in this way. 


“The purpose of tl' federal aid road 
law is to encourage the construction of 
roads of a substantial nature by the 
states and to provide adequate safe­ 
guards for securing systematic and 
economical action. 
Long experience 
has shown that the best results will 
be secured if the work is performed 
under the supervision of the state high­ 
way departments, the method of the 
control depending upon local condi­ 
tions.”

From one to two inches of 
sand or dry dirt or a thin layer of 
straw or fine bay should be spread on 
the floor of the coop.

Shade is very essential in rear- 


ing chickqns, especially during warm 
weather; therefore the coops should 
he placed in the shade whenever pos- 
sible.

Curing Alfalfa in Cocks Under Caps. 


the reduction in the value of hay 
through discoloration by sun and rain 
in a normal season amounts to us 
much as. or perhaps more than, the 
cost of enough hay caps to prevent this 
loss. 


Hay caps are of two distinct tjpes— 


those that are entirely impervious to 
both air :.ml rain, and tliOM- that shod 
nearly all of the rain, and at the same 
time allow nio^t of the moisture-laden 
air from the 
1 interior of the M a i k to 


pa^s through and be carried auay. 
The caps are fastened on the hay cocks 
by weights attached 10 ra< h corner of 
the cap and buried in the hay, or by use 
of strings tied to eadi comer of the 
cap and fa^t< nod together near the 
ground on opposite sides of the cock. 
Caps should be put in place as soon us 
the cock is nude, but when there is no 
indication of rain this may be delayed 
until (be following forenoon. When the 
caps are not in Use they should be 
dried thoroughly and stored. If prop- 
erly cared for they w i l l last several 
seasons, and can be used on three or 
four cuttings each season. 


At the New Jersey '-xperiment sta- 


tion it was found that when some 
cocks of alfalfa were covered w i t h cot- 
ton sheeting caps -15 inches square and 
exposed to a heavy rain lasting 24 
hours, the hay was damp only two or 
three inches below the top. The cocks 
that were not covered received a thor- 
ough wetting and the hay was more 
or less bleached, the stems brittle and 
the loss of leaves heavy. 


Hay caps are especially valuable in 


curing alfalfa and clover hay which do 
not dry oxit as readily as the grasses. 
Alfalfa hay must be handled carefully 
to avoid loss, of leaves vvbi'-b constitute 
from 40 to 00 per cent of its \\eight.

KEEP YOUNG CHICKENS WARM 


Use Insect Powder to Keep Away 
Vermin—Brood Coops Should Be 
Moved Weekly to Fresh Ground 
—Shade Is Essential. 


Sitting hens shoutd be confined to 
slightly darkened nests at hatching 
time and not disturbed unless they 
stop on or pick their chickens when 
hatching, in which case the chickens 
should be removed as soon as dry, in 
a basket lined with flannel or some 
other warm material, and kept near a 
fire until all the eggs nre hatched; or 
the eggs may be removed and placed 
under a quieter hen whose eggs are 
hatching at the same time. 


An incubator may also be used to 
keep the earliest hatched chickens 
worm, 
in 
case 
they 
are 
removed 
from the nest. 
If tin' eggs hatch un­ 
evenly, those which are slow in hatch­ 
ing may be placed under other hens, 
as hens often got restless after a part 
of the -chickens are out. allowing the 
remaining eggs to become cooled at the 
very time when steady heat is neces­ 
sary. 
Remove the egg-shells and any 
eggs which have not hatched as soon 
as the hatching is over. 
Hens should 
be fed as soon as possible after the 
eggs are hatched, as feeding tends 
to keep them quiet; otherwise many 
hens will leave the nest. 
In most 
cases it is best that the hen remain 
on the nest and brood the chickens for 
at least 20 hours after.the hatching is 
over. 


Use Insect Powder. 


Powder the hen with a good insect 
powder before moving h«& *and the 
chickens to the brood coop. 
The hen 
should be dusted every two weeks, or 
as often as necessary, untft the chick­ 
ens are weaned. 
If lice become thick 
on the chickens, or if thry are troubled 
with “head lice,” a very little grease, 
such as lard or vaseline, may he ap­ 
plied with the fingers on the head, 
neck, under the wings, and around the

vent Great care should be taken, how­ 
ever, not to get too much grease on 
the chickens, as it will stop their 
growth and in some cases may prove 
fatal. 


Keep Brood Coop Clean. 


The brood coop should be cleaned at 
least once a week and kept free from 
mites. 
If mites are found in the coop, 
it should be thoroughly cleaned and 
sprayed with kerosene oil or crude pe­ 
troleum. 
From one to two inches of 
sand or dry dirt or a thin layer of 
straw or fine hay should be spread on 
the floor of the coop. 
Brood coons 
should be moved weekly to fresh 
ground, preferably where there is new 
grass. 
Shade is very essential in rear­ 
ing chickqns, especially during warm 
weather; therefore the coops should 
be placed in the shade whenever pos­ 
sible. 
A cornfield makes fine range 
Cor young chicks, as owing to cultiva­ 
tion of the ground they get many bugs 
and worms and have fresh »soil to run 
on. 


Brooding Is Diflfcult. 


The proper brooding of chickens is 
one of the most difficult operations on 
many poultry farms, especially for the 
beginner. 
Many poultry keepers who 
are able to obtain good egg yields and 
good hatches make a failure of brood­ 
ing chickens, either in raising only a 
small 
percentage 
of 
the 
chickens 
hatched or in failing to rear strong, 
srigorous birds which develop into good 
breeding stock. 
Brooding is still in 
the experimental stage, and no one sys­ 
tem has given perfect satisfaction.

ADVANTAGES OF HAY 
CAPS ARE NUMEROUS 


Give Protection From Rain and 
Reduce Loss of Leaves. 


One of Strongest Recommendations Is 
Fact That Growers kast of Mis­ 
sissippi 
River Are Enthusi­ 
astic Over Their Use. 


(Prepared by the United States D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture.) 


Hay caps—covers used in curing hay 
in cocks—give protection from rain, 
reduce the loss of leaves, Improve the 
color and iijerease the feeding value 
of the hay. One of the strongest rec­ 
ommendations for the use of hay caps 
is the fact that hay growers east of 
the Mississippi river who have used 
them are nearly always very enthusi­ 
astic regarding their advantages. The 
chief reason hay caps hre not used 
more 
extensively, 
both 
North 
and 
South, is that most hay growers are 
of the opinion that they cost too much 
to warrant their use. In many sections

the reduction in the value of hay 
through discoloration by sun and rain 
in a normal season amounts to as 
much as, or perhaps more than, the 
cost of enough hay caps to prevent this 
loss. 


Hay caps are of two distinct types— 
those that are entirely impervious to 
both air and rain, and those that shed 
nearly all of the rain, and at the same 
time allow most of the moisture-laden 
air from the interior of the stack to 
pass through and be carried away. 
The caps are fastened on the hay'cocks 
by weights attached to each corner of 
the cap and buried In the hay, or by use 
of strings tied to each corner of the 
cap and fastened together near the 
ground on opposite sides of the cock. 
Caps should be put in place as soon as 
the cock is made, but when there is no 
indication of rain this may be delayed 
until the following forenoon. When the 
caps are not in use they should be 
dried thoroughly and stored. If prop­ 
erly cared for they will last several 
seasons, and can be used on three or 
four cuttings each season. 


At the New Jersey experiment sta­ 
tion it was found that when some 
cocks of alfalfa were covered with cot­ 
ton sheeting caps *15 inches square and 
exposed to a heavy rain lasting 24 
hours, the hay was damp only two or 
three inches below the top. The cocks 
that were Hot covered received a thor­ 
ough wetting and the hay was more 
or less bleached, the stems brittle and 
the loss of leaves heavy. 


Hay caps are especially valuable in 
curing alfalfa and clover hay which do 
not dry out as readily as the grasses. 
Alfalfa hay must be handled carefully 
to avoid loss of leaves which constitute 
from 40 to GO per cent of its weight. 
Farmers making a specialty of produc­ 
ing choice hay for market, or feeders, 
such 
as 
dairymen, 
desiring 
good 
palatable hay free from dust, will find 
that under certain conditions it will 
pay well to cure hay in cocks, under 
hay caps, when ordinary methods have 
been found to be unsatisfactory. 


HOW TO HANDLE SHEEP I 


To lead a sheep, stand on the 
left side, place the left hand 
under the lower jaw and the 
right hand on the dock or tail. 
Press on the dock and the ani­ 
mal will move; the left hand is 
used to guide it. Dragging sheep 
is hard on both man and sheep, 
To carry a sheep, stand to the 
rear and on the right side; place 
the right hand just back of the 
right front leg and underneath 
the brisket. 
Gently raise the 
front end of the sheep from the 
ground. Grasp the left hind leg 
at the hock, using the left hand, 
and lift the sheep. 
Struggling 
will be prevented in this way.

The Monroe 


Doctrine 


As Announced in Message to Con- 


gress in 1823 


The Monroe doctrine, as announced 


by President Monroe in his message to 
congress in 3S~.°>, was a simple state>- 
snrat of the attitude of this count rj 
toward the South American republics. 
Henry Clay hud made un effort to 
have the independence of these repub- 
lics recognized, and in 1822 their inde- 
pendence was acknowledged by con- 
press. President Monroe bad recalled 
John Quincy Adams from the court of 
St. James to become his secretary of 
state, and many historians 
credit 


Adams with the authorship of the mes- 
sage, in which the doctrine was stated 
us follows: 


"As a principle, the American con- 


tinents, by the froe and independent 
position which they have assumed 
and maintained, are henceforth not to 
be considered RS subjects for future 
colonization by any European power."

of Any of Hard Wood Trees 


Hard, fine trained, durable wood 


usually grows slowly. A most remark- 
able exception is the oucaivptus ami 
this gives the tree its great value in 
reforestation. It is said that the cuoa 
lyptus grows five times as rapidly as 
any other tree.

It would seem incredible if the story 
carne from a source less reliable than 
the American Mviseum of Natural His- 
tory, writes J. A. Bnishears in the 
New York Sun. 


Cloistered in a fertile valley, where 


sheer walls cut the groat plateau to 
a depth of 3.000 foot, Leslie fspier, a 
member of the museum's staff,, has 
found a tribe of wild primitive In- 
dians still living the Ihes of their an- 
cestors itiid in almost total ignorance 
of the forward march of civilization. 


Here on the banks of Cataract creek, 


which flows northward to cascade in- 
to the torrents of the Grand Canjon. 
those aborigines and their forebears 
have lived lor ton centuries with sel- 
dom a glimpse of the territory lying 
bejond the canyon top. The chief of 
the tribe counts tho visits of the white 
man on tho fingers of one hand. 


Anthropologists have poked into tho" 


Btmost corners of the earth, from pole 
to pole; have studied and classified the 
various tribes of Indians for years, 
while in some remarkable manner the 
Havasupni, living within our very bor- 
ders, have escaped notice. 


These Indians—there now are only 


175' in the tribe—constitute tho only 
purely aboriginal nnd primitive com- 
munity in the United States today. 
They have lived like hermits. 
The 


customs and machines, tho social ad- 
vances of the outside world have fail- 
ed to penetrate the fastness of their 
realm. 


Not Easy to Visit Them. 


To reach their homo, a 50-mile ride 


over a waterless tract is necessary. 
When the brink of tho chasm is 
reached tho drop of 3,000 feet has to 
be made mostly on foot along a hardly 
perceptible trail. 
Only a small part 


of the hazardous twelve-mile descent 
can be made mounted. One must lit- 
erally cling to the walls of tho canyon. 
In no place is tho trail wider than 
throe foot and the aim ma Is rub their 
sides raw through scraping along the 
Mde of the canyon. 


In one place the two walls come 


together and form a corner. Here it 
is npcess.iry to make a 000-foot drop 
by 7igzagcmg irom wall to wall. This 
Is <be most perilous section of the 
journey for the trail is nothing more 
Mian a series of stops. 
The animals 


must jump from one to the other. As 
the men on foot must walk in front 
their lues are constantly endangered. 
Should a pack animal miss its footing 
the man in front would be knocked to 
oblivion. 


Today the Havasupai subsjsr on a 


Minrvelousiy cultivated tract two and 
r.no-<iunrt>r miles long and about one- 
quarter ,>f a mile wide. They depend 
thinly on agriculture for their sup- 
port, ben If. fo-mer da>s> they descend- 
ed far south down their valley in quest 
of door, antelope and boar. The camps 
are situated along tho oast side of the 
creek, which irngates the land so well 
that enough food is harvested off this 
small section of one and one-half 
square mites to supply them from sca- 
•*ni) to season. 


Some of Their Custcme. 


Mr. Spier classifies the tribe as "in- 


termediary," s.nce their < «1 tire cu. 
braces traits peculiar to the four ad- 
iacont tribes of ibo >euihwc-st aiva. 
"In goner;;! characteristics," ho s-aid, 
"tluy lean more toward tho Pueblos of 
northern Mexico. The custom that pre- 
vails among the Pueblos—that of the 
men and women working together in 
iho field—also exists among the Supai. 


"The men also make clothing out of 


bue-kskin. a domestic trait character- 
istic of the Pu?blos. The influence of 
,'he other adjacent tribes, while slight, 
miiy bo soon in tho construction of 
nirious- typos of huts and tepees. The 
[Tnvnsupai build four different types. 
There is a log and mud but common 
among 
the 
Nnvnjos; 
the 
conical 


•hatched tepoe built to n great extent 
among the Mohaves and the square 
hatched hut of the Plateau Indians. 


"Amoag the American Indians," he 


.•ontlnucd, "the nomadic and warlike 


traits predominate, but the Havastipai 
aro uniquo in this respect. They are 
peaceably inclined and happy in the 
contemplation of their own 
works. 


Expert Corn Growers. 


The Havasupai live in camps during 


the summer months along the creek in 
the midst of their farms. 
They are 


export in raiding corn crops. 


The deep canyon bed, irrigated by 


(he cataract, is an oasis in the arid 
desert which surrounds the canyon 
Corn, beans, squash and fruit are 
raised in abundance and the poaches 
are especially delicious, according tc 
Mr. Spier. 
The nearby mountains 


abound in sheep, doer, antelope and 
v ild turkeys, so there is no lack of 
fresh meat. 


In winter the tribe takes to tho 


lodge's and caves on tho mountain side 
high above the danger levels. Cataract 
creek always overflows during the 
rainy season and inundates the land 
"Here," said Mr. Spier, "I found some 
most interesting cave5;, unquestiona- 
bly carved out of the walls by a pffe- 
historic race. I found some fragmen- 
tary pottery in various places which 
supported my theory. 


"Those caves," he continued, "serve 


as excellent shelters, and here each 
family builds its storehouse for pre- 
serving its grain and meat. Those are 
constructed out of mud, baked hard 
and then sealed." 


Natiw Turkish Bath. 


Tho chief diversion among the males 


is to foregather about the various 
sweat lodges to gossip and eliscuss 
affairs of the tribe. The sweat lodge 
is their Turkish bath. A bod of straw 
is laid down nnd a covering placed 
over it. It is made just large enough 
for one man to crawl insirtb 
"Rnskets 


containing red-hot rocks are pla^u .„• 
side and water !s then poured over 
thorn, "producing a cloud of steam. 
The covering holds the steam inside 
and as soon as the sweating process is 
deemed to have progressed sufficiently 
the bather jumps out for a "shock" in 
the icy waters of the cataract. 
As 


each man finishes his bath he joins the 
circle, all in breechclouts, for the dis 
cussion of tribal affairs. 


The women do not devote all o^ 


their afternoons to domestic pursuits 
Thoy have a passion for gambling, Mr 
Spier says, and for several hours af- 
ter the day's toil in the fields they con 
giegato and play at dico. The game Is 
somewhat like tho American game of 
craps, although four dice are used, 
fashioned out of goat's horn. 


Today one never finds American In- 


dians using anything but matches to 
light their fires. The Havasupai still 
use piiniitivo fire drills. 
Up to 191C 


tho stone knife was used exclusively 
Lately some modern implements have 
filtered in through the government 
agent. They have some hordes and a 
small number of cattle with which 
they are having splendid success. 


No Marriage Ceremony. 


Marriage In the canyon is without 


ceremony. The bride's consent having 
be'en won in the orthodox fashion the 
couple merely live together without 
further ado. 
The brave must make 


payment, however, to the bride's pa- 
rents, and the customary foum is to 
give his service in the fields of liis 
"in-laws" until the first child has been 
born. 
Tl'is method of payment is 


strictlj enforced. There is no elivorce 
recognized among the Havasupai. 


Of the two chiefs Mr. Spier sard: 


"They 1 .ivo absolutely no prerogatives 
m tho mutter of power ov*r the tribe. 
The tribe :,s a whole works well to- 
gether and the members feel,a certain 
definite social e-onsciousne-ss. 
Ft is the 


business of the chiefs to act as media- 
tors when matters need adjustment, 
but whatever laws exist are enforced 
through public opinion. 
The chiefs 


are charged with advising the young 
women and 
instructing the youths 


growing into manhood. 
There is no 


capital punishment, and instead of the 
death penalty for murder the offend- 
ing party must make a payment in 
land or goods. 
Illegitimacy does not 


exist among them. Every child that 
is born has a recognized father and no 
odium attaches to offspring, as hap- 
pens eo frequently among people of

Practically Every European Coun- 


try Short of Foodstuffs. 


Agriculturists on This Side of th« 


Water Are Called on to Save the 


World From Starvation—West- 


ern Canada's Great Op- 


portunity. 


Considerable 
discussion is 
taking 


place in the papers as to the amount 
of money that the United States will 
have to pay for its guarantee of the 
price of wheat for 1919. 
The indicu- 


Uons at present are thai the treasury 
will not be adfccted. Instead of wheat 
going down the outlook now is that It 
will go considerably above the pres- 
ent guarantee. It is not only the opin- 
ion of a man of the esperience of Mr. 
Hoover that gives weight to this as- 
sumption, but we have the glaring fact 
that there will be more mouths to feed 
for this year, and the next year or so. 
than there were in 1918, and the quan- 
tity of food 
Mill be 
little, if any, 


greater. 


The assumption is based on the fact 


that Germany, Austria and Poland, 
nnd others of the fighting nations, un- 
able to secure food enough in the pa.st 
two or three years, and still unable to 
supply it within themselves, will re- 
quire to be fed. The food can now be 
taken to them. For some time the sol- 
iliers will require to ho fed; Italy will 
have its demands. There will be ad- 
ditional shipping, some of which will 
be needed for requirements of India, 
but it will also make ocean transport 
easier. Mr. Hoover is possibly better 
acquainted than any other individual 
observer with both the world's food 
needs and its prospects of supplying 
them. 


He is naturally very close in touch 


with conditions on this continent and 
his position as virtual dictator of the 
distribution of American-grown food 
in Europe has given him a possibly 
unique insight into European needs. 


Mr. Hoover sajs there will be no 


surplus from the 1918 'crop to carry 
over into 1919. 
Even under normal 


conditions this would be a sufficiently 
precarious situation, for there natu- 
rally never is any possible guarantee 
that one or move of the great wheat- 
producing countries in Europe may 
not experience a crop failure. Under 
present conditions, however, such lack 
of surplus is distinctly dangerous, for 
tho very Et ropean nations upon whico 
that continent could normally rely for 
the great bulk of its wheat, that is to 
say Itussia, Bulgaria, Serbia and Kou- 
mania, will for obvious reasons be un- 
able to supply their own demands for 
the coming year. In addition to this, 
Mr. Hoover points out that famine in 
India will call for a substantial pro- 
portion of the Australian surplus, and 
that, moreover, a considerable part ol 
the Australian supply, which for lack 
of shipping has been accumulating in 
that country, has spoiled. 


And the demand is by no means 


only for wheat. Mr. Hoover 'esti- 
mated that he would be able to fur- 
nish Germany 180,000 tons of grain 
during the month of April. But it la 
asserted that the German stocks of all 
kinds of grain and of potatoes and 
other vegetables will surely be exhaust- 
ed before June. 


Mr. Hoover has also expressed the 


belief that it is questionable whether 
under the circumstances food enough 
can be supplied to tide Germany over 
until the next harvest. 


It is quite clear from all this that 


the world is gping to depend more 
than ever upon this continent to keep 
the wolf from the door until the war- 
devastated and anarchy-ridden 
coun- 


tries in Europe can once again feed 
themselves. 
Already we read of tho 


protests of British soldiers occupying 
Germany against allowing 
German 


women and children to perish of star- 
vation as they are beginning to do. If 
these conditions prevail in Germany 
what must be the state of affairs else- 
where in Europe among nations which 
have fought with us during the last 
four years? 


To sum up, it may be staled with 


confidence that the demand for every 
product of the farm Avill be unprece- 
dented, and that the agriculturist will 
receive the highest prices on record 
for all that he has to sell. 


The duty of Canada, therefore, is to

Ebert Says II. S, Deserted His 


Peace Principles. 


ALLIES 
REMAIN 
UNSHAKEN 


Treaty Must Be Accepted or Rejected 


as a Whole—Enemy May Submit a 
Substitute. 


The council of four of the peace con- 


ference in Paris took 
up consid- 


<>m;ii>n ot" the replies to be made to the 
(.it-mum notes regarding labor ques- 
tion? and prisoners of war. 


The council decided to refer these 


notes to experts for consideration, in- 
sle.id of answering them at once, as 
it di'l with the first t\vo eommunica- 
lirns from the German delegation. 


lTlie.se notes followed l\vo earlier 


ones despatched Saturday, one refer- 
ring to the treaty terms as unendur- 
able, the other complaining because 
Germany was excluded from the league 
of nations). 


According to the newspapers the 


basis of the note on labor Is a charter 
inspired by the conferences at Leeds 
and Berne. 
The argue that the pur- 


pose is to create among Socialists an 
opinion favorable to Germany by put- 
ting ;n direct collaboration the work- 
ing elates and the present govern- 
ment of that country. 


The first exchange between fount 


von Brockdoff-Rantxau, head of the 
German mission and the allies was 
considered a preliminary skirmish to 
the piain bat'le and as disclosing the 
allied position. This 
is 
in 
effect: 


"Accept the treaty as it stands, or re- 
ject it, one or the other, as there is 
no midi'Ie ground." 


Thi« was the prevailing view in the 


Amrican delegation to the conference 
and 
in 
conference circles generally 


after the four notes bad been analyz- 
ed. 


The head of the German delegation 


also was thought to accept this con- 
struction, as reports were that lie was 
ghini: bis chief attention to the for- 
mulation of a complete treaty which 
be would present as a counter-project 
in about five days. 


This counter treaty would be treat- 


ed the same as the German plans for 
a league of nations, neither of which 
\\ill be considered, the only question 
being (be acceptance or rejection of 
the allied treaty. 


The German project for a league of 


nations is generally known to have 
been drawn by Professor Schuecking, 
of Hie German delegation. It is in the 
form of a general thesis on the merits 
of a world parliament that would seek 
to brink about the proportionate limit- 
ations of 
armaments of all nations 


alike, on sea as well as on hind, and 
an equality of economic conditions— 
br'nging 
.ibout a sort of economic 


brotherhood.

EBERT ACCUSES PRESIDENT, 


Says Mr. Wilson Has Apparently De- 


serted the Fourteen Points. 


"Gi-nvany has seized and unfurled a 


now banner on which are inscribed 
President Wilson's fourteen points, 
which the president apparently has de- 
serted," said Fredrich Ebert, the Ger- 
m;ui president in Berlin. 


President Ebert called the peace 


treaty n "monstrous document." 
He 


declared that history holds no prece- 
dent for such determination to anni- 
hilate completely vanquished peoples. 


Big demonstrations against the sign- 


ing of the peace treaty by Germany 
were held in Berlin, Breslau, Danzig, 
Koenigsberg, 
Cassel, 
Bocbum 
and 


other 
places. 
The 
demonstrations 


were organized by the National Peo- 
ple's party. 


"If this treaty comes to pass T will 


bring up my children in hatred," said 
Deputy Traub, speaking in Berlin. 


Dr. Gustav vStessemann, one of the 


People's party leaders, spoke in pro- 
test against the demand for the sur- 
render of former Emperor William. K 
the German people complied with it 
they would be without shame or honor, 
he declared. 


The semi-official Wolff bureau issued 


n statement to the effect that the reply 
of Tremier Clemenceau to the note 
of the German peace delegation, "al- 
though it seems to reject a discussion, 
implies a renewed adherence to the 
agreement of October and November, 
391S (armistice?), and hints that prac- 
tical proposals maybe made for nego- 
tiations on the draft." 


The statement adds: "That such ne- 


gotiations are contemplated appears 
from the fact that the allies on Satur- 
day asked for several printed copies 
of the German proposals on the league 
of nations and the labor charter. Pre- 
mier Clemenceau's reply to the Ger- 
man note on the league evades the 
central points of the question."

Tho standards woro agrood upon at 
tho intornatlonal conforonce on child 
wolfnro standards, wlilch has just com- 
pleted sessions In Washington. It Is ex- 
plained that thoy aro subject to slight 
modincation as the rosult of regional 
oonforoncos with roforonce to local 
conditions which will be hold through- 
out tho country during the noxt three 
wooks. 
but 
that 
such 
moditlcatlon 
would not bo allowed to lower the 
lovol rogardod as imperative for the 
future of tho country. 


Tho standards, as drawn up, set six- 
toon as the lowost ago at which chU- 
dron should go to work in any occupa- 
tion during tho months whon school Is 
in session. 
Kino months* schooling 
out of the yoar, oithor full or part 
time, for all childron botwoon soven 
and eighteen years of ago, is propos- 
ed as the minimum educational stand- 
ard. 
No child of sixtoon would be 
allowed to go to work unless he has 
complotod tho eighth grade. 
Educa- 
tion hoyond tho eighth grade is to bo 
provided for employed childron be- 
twoon sixteen and eighteen by attond- 
nnco at day continuation schools, time 
so spont to bo taken, without pay, 
from thoir working hours. 


It is further required that the work- 
ing day of minors shall never be long- 
er than eight hours, and shall be less 
than that for childron between six- 
'teen and eighteen. 
Night work and 
omploymont in hazardous occupations 
•would' be prohibited absolutely to all 
workers undor ago. 
Minors, it is stat- 
ed. shall be paid at a rate which, for 
full-tlmo omploymont, would yield at 
loast the "necessary cost of proper 
living." 


At tho children's bureau It was ex- 
plained that no standard had boon ap- 
proved by the conforonce unloss It had 
boon proved practicable imder actual 
working conditions, oithor In this or 
other 
countries. 
Sovoral 
western 
states, It was said,^already have en- 
acted laws as drastic as tho proposed 
stnndards. 
By rocont legislation the 
British parliament has made oduyatlon 
up to tho^ngo of oighteen compulsory 
for all English childron. 


Ofliclaifi of tho department of labor 
montionod Pennsylvania as one of the 
statos which has hitherto kept In the 
van in the protection of Its children, 
and ono which would be able to reach 
ilio now standards without loglslntion 
which would appoar radical. Tho Hoss 
hiil, now ponding in the state logisla- 
turo, which would permit children be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and six- 
toon to work in cigar factories was^ 
howovor. pointed out as an indication 
that powerful forces In Pennsylvania 
aro at work to bring the state down 
to the lovol of tho more notorious 
"child labor commonwealths." 


In addition to standards of work 
and education it is asserted that cen- 
tral employment agencies fQr children 
are essential, affording occupational 
advice and supervision during tlie first 
yoars of employment. 
To protect ba- 
bies and small children loglslntion re- 
quiring the registration of all births 
within 
throe days Is recommended. 
Public health centers for supervision 
of young children and a public health 
nurso for every 2()00 of the population 
is also thought essential.

Volume of Any Year 
in History. • 


LARGER FUNDS ARE AVAILABLE 


If All the States Take Advantage of 
Federal Appropriation $343,000,000 
Will Be Expended—Freight 
Rates an Obstacle. 


Washington.—Many Important stops 
have been takon to expedito road con- 
strugtion under the enlarged program 
recently authorized by congress, and 
the indications are that a larger vol- 
ume of higlnvay construction will be 
accomplished this season than in any 
previous year iu tlu^ history of the na- 
tion, according (u a statement issued 
by David F. Houston, secretary 
of 
agriculture. 


The 
requisite 
onicial 
machinery, 
says the secretary, for executing this 
program—that is, the department of 
agriculture, through 
tlie bureau 
of 
public roads on tho one hand and the 
48 slate highway departments on the 
other—is already in existence. 
A con- 
ference was held by the secretary on 
March 1 with the stale highway com- 
»lissioners of the Eastern and middle 
Western states, and all phases of the 
problem, and especially tho interpre- 
tation of the liberal amendments of 
the federal aid road act, were consid- 
ered. 


The appointment of Thomas H. Mac- 
Donald. chief engineer of the Iowa 
state highway commission, as engineer 
in imnuHliate charge of the work of 
the bureau of public roads under the 
federal aid road act, has just been an- 
nounced by the secretary, and it is 
planned that, in the near future. Mr. 
MacDonald will formally assume the 
position of director of the bureau of 
public roads. 


Freight Rates an Obstacle. 


It developed at the conference that 
the present freight rates are one of 
the principal obstacles to the active 
resumption and extensUm of highway 
activities. 
The situation was laid be- 
fore tlie proper otlh'ials of ihe railroad 
adniinlstratlon on Rftirch 1 by repre- 
sentatives of the departnuMit of agri- 
culture and of the slate highway olll- 
clals. 


They were given a sympathetic h^ar- 
ing. and the question is now under ac- 
tive consideration by tlic railroad ad- 
niinisiration, 
Secrelary Houston also 
has taken up witii the sei»retary of 
war the question of releasing from the 
army highway engineers in this coun- 
try and abroad, in order that 
their 
services may be utilized during the 
condng road-constnlciion season. 


The secretary's statement in part is 
as folh^ws; 


'13urlng the war it was necessary to 
<MU*tuiI 
road-c(mstrui1Ion 
operations 
because of the diilicullles of securing 
transportation, materials and the ri- 
quisite services. 
Now that the sltua- 
i..)n has changed, the work will be ac- 
tively i'e»umcd and vigorously prose- 
cuted notwithstundiag the fact that 
<'ondilit>ns are .still abnonnn! in some 
respecls, es])eciaUy with rejerence lo 
the prices uf materials and Miiqilies. 


"Oongress at its last session not only 
made available from the federal treas- 
ury largo additional 
sums for road 
construction, but also made some im- 
I^ortant amendments to tho federal aid 
road act. These amendments will haye 
tho effect of grdfltly lessoning the diili- 
cultles of selecting and 
constructing 
needed roads. 


"The amount of federal funds avail- 
able for road building on March 1 was 
over 972,()iK),(>Ot). which under the law 
must be matched by at least an equal 
amount from tho stfiios. 


More Funds July 1. 


"On .Tuly 1, $y5.()Oo.OiK; more of fed- 
oral funds will become available for 
general road pm'poses and .$4.0fH\0iM) 
for national forest roads, which, with 
equal contriI)Utions from tho states, 
will provide an additional $1!)S,(HM),000 
for federal aid road work, making an 
aggregate sum of $343,8». .000 for the 
calendar year. 


"In other words, the 1019 program 
for federal aid road building Is greater 
than any previous annual road build- 
ing accomplishments in this country. 


"The states and their civil subdivi- 
sions also will carry on a large amount 
of road work without federal aid. 
The 
extent of this is uncertain and will 
depend upon local labor, industrial and 
agricultural conditions. 
The present 
indications 
are 
that 
approximately 
$2X0.000,000 will be spent in this way. 


"The i)urpose of tb 
federal aid road 
law is to encourage the construction of 
roads of a substantial nature by the 
states and to provide adequate safe- 
guards for securing systematic 
and 
economical action. 
Long experience 
has sliown that the best results will 
be secured if the work is performed 
under the supervision of the state high- 
way departments, the method of the 
control depending upon local condi- 
tions." 


Holly vSprings, Miss.—Attracted 
to 
the county jail here by the sounds of 
shots, Mrs. W. R. JoiTrios, wife of the 
jailer, found her husband under fire of 
two prisoner.^ seeking to escape.

BY y

At Hatching Time Fowls Should 
Be Confined in Slightly Dark- 
ened Nests. 


KEEP YOUNG CHICKENS WARM 


Use Insect 
Powder 
to 
Keep 
Away 
Vermin—Brood Coops Should 
Be 
Moved Weekly to Fresh Ground 
—Shade 
Is 
Essential. 


Sitting hens should be confined to 
slightly darlvoned nests at 
hatching 
time and not disturbed 
unless thoy 
stop on or pick their chickens when 
hatching, in which case the chickens 
should be removed as soon as dry, In 
a basket lined with flannel or some 
other warm material, and kept near a 
fire until all the epjis rre hatched; or 
tho eggs may be removed and placed 
under a quieter hen whose eggs are 
hatching at the same time. 


An incubator may also be used to 
keep 
the 
earliest 
hatched 
chickens 
worm, 
in 
case 
thoy 
are 
removed 
from the nest. 
If tht^ eggs hatch un- 
evenly, those which are slow in hatch- 
ing may be placed under other hens, 
as hens often got restless after a part 
of the -chickens are out. allowing ihe 
remain'lng eggs to become cooled at the 
very time when steady heat is neces- 
sary. 
Remove the egg-shells and any 
eggs which have not hatched as soon 
as the hatching is over. 
Hens sliould 
be fed as soon as possible after the 
eggs are hatched» as feeding tends 
to keep them quiet; otherwise mnny 
hens will leave the nest. 
In 
most 
cases it is best that the hen remain 
on the nest and brood the chickens for 
at least 20 hours after.the hatching is 
over. 


Use Insect Powder. 


Powder the hen with a good insect 
powder before moving hfts» snd 
the 
chickens to the brood coop. 
Tlie hen 
should be dusted every two wec^ks, or 
as often as necessary, uniVi the chick- 
ens are weaned. 
If lice become thick 
on the chickens, or if tJ>fy are troubled 
with *'head lice," a very little grease, 
such as lard or vastline, may ho ap- 
plied with the Gngers on the head, 
neck, under the wings, and around the

vent Great care should be taken, how- 
ever, not to get too much grease on 
the chickens, as it will stop 
their 
growth and in some cases may prove 
fatal. 


Keep Brood Coop Clean. 


The brood coop siiould be cleaned at 
least once a week and kept free from 
mites. 
If mites are found in the coop, 
It should be thoroughly cleaned and 
sprayed with kerosene oil or crude pe- 
troleum. 
From one to two inches of 
sand or dry dirt or a thin layer of 
straw or fine hay should he spread on 
the floor of the coop. 
Brood coops 
slïould 
be 
moved 
weekly 
to 
fresh 
ground, preferably where there is new 
grass. 
Shade is very essential in rear- 
ing chickcîns, especially during warm 
weather; therefore the coops should 
be placed in the shade whenever pos- 
sible. 
A cornfield makes fine range 
Oor young chicks, as owing to cultiva- 
tion of the ground they get many bugs 
and worms and have fresh »soil to run 


on. 


Brooding Is Dif#:ult. 


The proper brooding of chickens is 
one of the most diflicuit operations on 
many poultry farms, especially for the 
beginner. 
Many poultry keepers who 
are able to obtiiin good egg yields and 
good hatches make a failure of brood- 
ing chickens, either in raising only a 
small 
percentage 
of 
the 
chickens 
hatched or in failing to rear strong, 
vigorous birds which develop Into good 
breeding stock. 
Brooding is still In 
the experimental stage, and no one sys- 
tem has given perfect satisfaction.

Give Protection From Rain and 
Reduce Loss of Leaves. 


One of Strongest Recommendations U 
Fact That Growers £ast of Mis- 
sissippi 
River 
Are

astic Over Their Use.

Hay caps—covers used in curing hay 
In cocks—give protection from rain» 
reduce tho loss of leaves. improvO tho 
color aud Increase the feedlnp value 
of the hay. One of tho strongest rec- 
omu\endatious for the use of hay caps 
is tho fact that hay growers east of 
the Mississippi river who have used 
them are nearly always very enthnsi- 
astic regarding their advantages. The 
chief reason hay caps ftre not used 
more 
extensively, 
both 
North 
and 
South» Is that most hay growers are 
of the opinion that they cost too nnich 
to warrant their use. In many sections 


Curing Alfalfa In Cocks Under Caps. 


the reduction 
in the value of 
hay 
througli discoloration by sun and rain 
in a normal season 
auu)unts to as 
much as, or perhaps more than, the 
cost of enough hay caps to prevent this 
loss. 


Hay caps are of two distinct types— 
those that are entirely impervious to 
both air and rain, and thosi» that shed 
nearly all of the rain, and at the same 
time allow most of the moisture-laden 
air from the interior of tlie stacli to 
pas^ through 
and be carried 
away. 
Tlie caps are fastened on tho haycocks 
by weights attached to each corner of 
the cap and buried In tho hay, or by use 
of strings tied to each corner of the 
cap and fastened together near 
the 
ground on opposite sides of the cock. 
Caps should be put in place as soon as 
the cock is made, but wlien there is no 
indication of rain this may be delayed 
until the following forenoon. When the 
caps are not in use they should be 
dried thoroughly and stored. If prop- 
erly cared for they will last several 
seasons, and can be used on three or 
four cuttings each season. 


At the New Jersey experiment sta- 
tion it was found that when 
some 
cocks of alfalfa were covered with cot- 
ton sliif^eting caps 
inches square and 
exposed to a heavy rain lasting 24 
hours, the hay wxis damp only two or 
three inches below the top. The cocks 
that were not covered received a thor- 
ough wetting and the hay was more 
or less bleached, the stems brittle and 
the loss of leaves heavy. 


Hay caps are especially valuable In 
curing alfalfa and clover hay which do 
not dry out as readily as the grasses. 
Alfalfa hay must be handled carefully 
to avoid loss of leaves which constitute 
from 40 to GO per cent of its weight. 
Farmers making a specialty of produc- 
ing choice hay for market, or feeders, 
such 
as 
dairymen, 
desiring 
good 
palatable hay free from dust, will find 
that under certain conditions it will 
pay well to cure hay In ^ocks, under 
hay caps, when ordinar.^ meihods have 
been found to be unsatisfactory. 


HOW TO HANDLE SHEEP 


To lead a sheep, .stand on tlie 
left side, place the left hand 
under the lower jtiw and 
the 
right hand on the dock or tail, 
l^ress on the dock and the ani- 
mal will move; the left hand Is 
used to guide it. Dragging sheep 
is hard on both man and sheep. 


To carry a sheep, stand to the 
rear and on the right side; place 
the right hand just back of the 
right front leg and underneath 
tJie brisket. 
Gently 
raise 
the 
front end of the sheep from tlie 
ground. 
Grasp the left hind leg 
at the hock, using the left hand, 
and lift the sheep. 
Struggling 
will be prevented in thi« way.
